Earnestly endeavor to obtain among your 
oon the character of a good husband ;

‘ FRUIT TREES. 

Te new method of raismg fruit trees by 

ting the scront, is & great desiderstuin in 
the art af obtaining choice fruit. 3 
It bes Many advantages over grafting, be- 
cause it is more expedtious, and requires ho 
stalk or tree. They may be planted where 
they are required to stand; ami the labor of a 
mon fur one day will be eufficient to plant out 
enough fur a targe orchard after the scions 
are Obtained. The method of preparmg is as 
follows: ‘Vake the scions as for engrafting, 
aml at any time after the first of }ebruary, 
and till the buds begin to grow conmderably, 
and dip euch end of the shoots in melied pitch 
or wax, rosin and tallow, and bury it in the 
ground, the buds uppermost, whilst the body 
Les in a hovigontal posiuon, and at « depth of 
two or three inches.
